spirits despite a partial wheat failure. 
“ For,” says the June crop report is­ 
sued today from the office 
of 
the 
state board of agriculture, “ the Mis­ 
souri farmer never puts all his eggs 
in one basket.” 
The report follows: 
The latter half of the month of May, 
except a few days near the close, 
brought favorable farming 
weather. 
However, during the month, in prac­ 
tically every section of the state ex­ 
cept a few’ counties in the South ren- 
tral and southern parts, heavy rains 
interfered with farming. Up to May 20 
there was much cool, cloudy weather. 
At Columbia the total rainfall was 
.5.21 inches, as compared with 4.8(1 
inches as normal. 
Corn— Correspondents report 82 per 
cent of the Missouri corn crop plant­ 
ed, the progress of planting, my sec­ 
tions, being as follows: 
Northeast, 
f»8: northwest, 74: central, 84, south­ 
west, 92; southeast, 
90. 
One 
year 
ago 91 per cent of the crop had been 
planted. 
The 10-year average June I 
planting is 86 per cent. 
The present 
stand of corn, as compared with nor­

Edwards Admits Charges. 
Edwards admitted the charges to a 
Globe-Democrat reporter.

On May IO Edwards bought an au­ 
tomobile from D. D. Walker, Jr., Wev- 
low'n boulevard, Brent moor, St. Louis 
county, for $500. 
Edwards gave his 
nersonal check for $250 and pledged 
to pay the balance in

weeks. 
Walker said that he had never met 
Edwards and Hie sale of his machine 
was made through an automobile sales 
Agency. He said that Edwards* check 
had been cashed.

Columbia, Mo., .Tune 
5.—No baby 
should be weaned without the advice 
of the family physician, if this can 
be had. 
It is better not to wean a 
baby in the middle of the summer. 
If possible, babies should be nursed 
wholly during the 
summer 
months, 
but at any rate in part. 
W eaning 
should take two or three weeks. 
The 
change should not be made suddenly. 
Begin by giving 
a 
bottle 
feeding 
every third or fourth day and increase 
until all the feedings are from the 
bottle. 
This will avoid trouble with 
the breasts, and the baby will become 
accustomed to the change of food 
without Injury. 
It is best to start weaning through 
the tenth month, and except for spe­ 
cial reasons, no child should be nurs­ 
ed longer than one year. 
The food formula for a w eaning child, 
especially if it has had no bottle feed­ 
ing previously, should be the one used 
for a somewhat younger child, accord­ 
ing to Dr. M. P. Ravenel, of the de­ 
partment of Preventive Medicine at 
the University of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. For example: 
Cream, 9 ounces; 
skimmed milk, 
27 
ounces; 
boiled 
water, 12 ounces and milk sugar, \V» 
level tablespoonfuls. 
Substitute Whole Milk. 
If the child has had some bottle 
feeding previously, whole milk may 
he substituted, and 
a 
formula 
of 
something like the following used: 
Whole milk, 36 ounces; boiled water, 
12 ounces, and sugar 
of 
milk, 
4U 
tablespoonfuls. 
The strength of this mixture may 
be gradually increased by substitut­ 
ing whole milk for the boiled water at 
the rate of two ounces each month, 
until 
the 
child 
is 
about 
thirteen 
months old, when the w ater may be 
omitted from the formula at the rate 
of one ounce per 
week. 
The 
milk 
sugar may also be omitted from the 
formula by degrees at the rate of a 
tablespoonful a month. 
One of the 
hest indications that the food is not 
suitable is the failure on the part of 
the baby to gain weight. 
Lime water is also used 
in 
milk 
formulae. 
It may generally be added 
to advantage when the baby shows 
a tendency to spit np the food, or if 
its movements are too frequent and 
green in color. 
It is usually added 
in the proportion of one-fifth of the 
cream and skimmed milk. 
The lime 
water 
should 
replace 
an 
equal 
amount of boiled water, the milk re­ 
maining the same.

A special milk may or may not be 
richer in fat than ordinary grades, but 
it certainly should be produced and 
handled in such manner as to be 
cleaner and safer than the ordinary 
grades bundled by the individual deal 
er or by his competitors. In this way 
public conscience can be maintained 
and an increased price warranted 
Dairymen are learning that it is good 
business to stand squarely behind 
their goods to see that all claims art­ 
fully substantiated. 
If a special milk is to be sold as such 
its standard should be high and penna 
nent, so as to result in increased con 
iidence and increased demand from 
consumers. There is hardly any bet­ 
ter way to create a demand than to 
produce and maintain a high grade, 
and this grade is to be termed “spe­ 
cial,” it should by all means be as safe 
as possible, from a health point of 
view', and not a mere trade name. 
Business depends upon the demand, 
demand depends oil quality, and qual­ 
ity on the inclination of the man be­ 
hind and the standard he w ishes to set 
for his product. If special milk is to 
be included, it must be his best effort 
along his chosen line of endeavor, 
and to this end every milk dealer 
should be able and willing to set and 
maintain a high standard. At present 
in most cities only a very small quail 
tity of special milk is handled, al­ 
though it seems that the trade de­ 
mands should warrant tho sale of a 
great deal more.

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FEEDING HINTS FOR A DAIRY 


Change Calfs Ration Gradually— Si­ 
lage Is Safe Feed— Sunlight Is 
Best Disinfectant. 


(By H. P. HOSKINS, University of Min­ 
nesota.) 
Put the calf on a skim milk diet 
when two to three weeks old. 
Make 
the change gradually, substituting a 
pint of skim milk for the same quan­ 
tity of whole milk daily until the 
change is made. 
Increase the feed 
gradually until at four months old the 
calf gets 8 to IO quarts a day, some 
grain and grass, clover or alfalfa hay. 
Y'ou safely can feed silage to calves 
as soon as they are old enough to eat 
it. 
Be very careful not to give them 
moldy or decayed silage. 
Let them 
have all they will clean up. Yearlings 
will eat from 15 to 20 pounds a day, 
and if this is supplemented with some 
good clover or alfalfa hay very little 
grain is required to keep them in good, 
thriving condition. 
Sunlight is one of the best and 
cheapest 
disinfectants. 
Ample 
pro­ 
vision should be made for letting 
plenty of sunlight into barns and 
sheds. Southern exposure is desirable. 
The warmth of the sun is valuable in 
cold weather, while excessive heat iii 
summer may be avoided by using 
screens or 
c u r ta in s. 
Most disease 
germs are killed by direct sunlight.

Trouble May Be Slight, or It May De 


velop Into Deep, Gaping Sores— 


Use Vaseline. 


Chapped teats may be caused by 
anything that irritates them, as, for 
example, the sudden chilling of the 
teat in winter after the calf has Just 
let go, milking with w et hands, or con 
tact with cold, dirty water. 
The trou 
hie may be slight, or it may develop 
into deep, gaping sores. 
The use of vaseline at the first sign 


of the trouble will usually check aud 
cure it. If the teats are badly chapped, 
thorough washing In warm water, fol­ 
lowed by application of glycerite of 
tannin or equal parts of spermaceti 
and oil of sweet almonds is to be rec­ 
ommended.

among the

that this is believed unlikely. 
It is recognized that Roosevelt can 
prevent the nomination of any one or 
two men who may be urged by the 
leaders, but that should 
he attem pt 
to scratch the whole ticket the con­ 
vention would, likely proceed w ithout 
giving consideration to his views. 
Roosevelt could prevent 
the nomi­ 
nation of any one or two men, Jus­ 
tice Hughes excepted, but those who 
are for him profess to 
believe that 
Roosevelt would not go so far as to 
say in advance that Hughes wTas un­ 
acceptable to him if his nomination 
seemed certain. The attitude of men 
taking this position was summed up 
by their statement that they want his 
help but not his dictation. 
They are determined not to permit 
Roosevelt to name a ticket by a pro­ 
cess of elimination. One of The out­ 
standing features of this convention 
is the absence of commanding lead­ 
ership by the men who compose the 
old guard. They are on 
the ground, 
but seem to have no definite control of 
affairs. There is a conspicuous lack 
of what every convention has known 
as “fixers,” wrho came with planks for 
the platform all 
prepared 
and with 
assurances that they were going in, 
little groups of leaders who get to­ 
gether and arrange things and then 
practically bring 
them 
before 
the 
convention for ratification. All that is 
absent this year. A notable example 
of this is in the Pennsylvania dele­ 
gation, which is split four ways. Sen­ 
ator Penrose, w’ho always has spoken 
for the republican organization in the 
state, is silent, and 
wrhile 
he 
will 
probably vote for Knox, it is under­ 
stood he will do so in order not to 
disclose his choice. 
Of all the favorite sons w'ho wMll 
be presented to the convention no^e 
is estimated to have the strength fo 
create a stampede. The Weeks sup­ 
porters are still claimfng 200 votes 
on the first ballot. Senator Cummins* 
promoters claim more than IOO votes

Fred W. Estabrook, national commit­ 
teeman from 
New 
Hampshire, said 


today he believed that all 
but four 
candidates would be eliminated after 
the first ballot. He thinks Roosevelt 
is out of the race. Regardless cf what 
action the republicans and 
progres­ 
sives finally take, Victor Murdock, of 
Kansas, chairman of the progressive 
national committee, who arrived to­ 
day, said the party national organiza­ 
tion should be maintained. 
The pro­ 
gressive party will not pass out 
of 
existence, he said. 
Mr. Murdock said 
he 
wras not a 
candidate for re-election as national 
committee chairman and 
would en­ 
deavor to be released from that posi­ 
tion. James R. Garfield, of Onio, an­ 
other progressive 
leader, 
said that 
political expediency was the cause of 
the progressives* failure to disclose 
any plans regarding the support of 
Colonel Roosevelt, George W. Per­ 
kins, o' New* York, reognized spokes­ 
man for the party, 
issued 
a state­ 
ment today, reiterating that he was 
for harmony with the old party, but 
not ot ony price. 
Frank A. Hitchcock, who is work­ 
ing for the Hughes forces, 
issued a 
formal statement today after a con­ 
ference, declaring that the nomina­ 
tion of Hughes is inevitable. He in­ 
cluded in his statement an analysis 
of the strength of favorite son can­ 
didates to showr the total strength of 
the combined favorite son candidates 
tto be 345. 
The Hitchcock statement emphasiz­ 
ed that it required 493 votes to nomi­ 
nate and the 
combined 
strength of 
the favorite sons falls 148 votes short 
of enough to nominate. Among those 
opposed to Justice Hughes, a report 
was circulated that he 
had gained 
the disfavor of labor through the su­ 
preme court’s decision 
in the Dan­ 
bury’ hatters* case in 1915. Investiga­ 
tion developed that the 
decision of 
the court wras unanimous, all the jus­ 
tices participating, and w'as delivered 
by Justice Holmes. 
The Progressives Are Arriving. 
Progressives wearing badges label­ 
ed “Americanism” and button photos 
of Roosevelt, delegates 
to the con­ 
vention, today 
poured 
into Chicago. 
Although the leaders 
and 
rank and 
file apparently 
are 
not considering 
the nomination 
of 
any 
other than 
Roosevelt at the progressive conven­ 
tion, no arrangements 
for 
the for­ 
mality have been made. 
The progressive national commmit- 
tee today decided to withhold nomi­ 
nating a candidate until next Satur­ 
day morning, awaiting the action of 
the republican convention.
